—The  Cliilian  goveriiineiit  has  decided  to  es- 
lalilisli  a  coal  depot  at  I'anU  Arenas,  Siraits  of 
Magellan. 

—A  Santiago  telegram  ofihe  23rd  iust,  says  thai 
the  Chilian  press  is  decidedly  favorable  to  the  idea 
of  recognizing  the  Cuban  insurgents  as  belliger- 
mits. 

— The  Chilian  navy  is  practising  evolutions, 
liut  al  llie  same  time  ihe  Chilian  press  sees  soinc 
tiling  a^'giessive  in  the  Argentine  navy  doing  the 
satne  thing. 

— The  Chilian  press  is  resenting  the  continued 
helligerant  lone  of  ihe  Argentine  La  Pieusa.  The 
latter  is  apparently  determined  Ui  foment  trouble 
lielween  the  two  coniilries. 

— A  SaiiliaRO  telegram  of  the  25lh  insL  stales 
that  the  Chilian  yoveriiment  has  succeeded  in 
olitaiiiing  on  favorahle  terms  throtigh  the  hoitse 
of  liotlischild  &  Sons  a  loan  of  /a, 000,000, 

— A  Santiago  telegram  of  ihe  24th  says  ihat 
General  Ivoiner  has  been  visiting  llie  Andes  region 
to  see  what  strategic  points  should  be  fortified,  in 
order  to  place  the  country  in  a  gnod  slate  of  de- 
fence, 

—A  Santiago  telegram  of  liie  37tb  says  the 
Chilian  giivernment  lins  resolved  lo  send  several 
iifiTicers  to  Austria  lo  study  ihe  military  system 
and  orgaiiizalion  ol  the  Au-tiian  army,  for  the 
purpo-se  of  introducing  snch  improvements  iiilo 
Chili  as  tnay  be  considered  valuable. 

—The  Chilian  papers  are  becoming  very  indig- 
nant over  ihe  warlike  prcparaliom  of  the  Argeii- 
lincs.  Tliey  consider  tliat  such  enormous  arma- 
nienis  are  inexcusable  fm-  a  nation  at  peace  with 
all  her  neighbois.  It  is  singular  how  quickly  we 
can  see  such  a  wront;— when  it  is  coiiiniitied  by  a 
neighbor  !  When  KOiiier  wa.s  in  Europe  buying 
aims  and  munitions,  the  Chilian  press  saw  no 
harm  in  it  at  all,  even  when  the  Argentines  com- 
pliiined. 


D/myC  IN  PALESTINE. 

A  man  just  back  fiom  the  Holy  Land  tells  a 
very  interesting  slory  of  dining  in  Palesline.  A 
very  large  circular  ti  ay  of  tinned  copper,  placed 
on  a  coaise  wooden  stool  about  a  foot  iiigh,  seivetl 
H' a  table.  In  the  centre  of  ihii  slooi!  another 
tiay,  with  a  mountain  of  pilaff  composed  of  rice 
boiled  and  buttered,  with  small  pl^eces  of  meat 
strewn  through  and  upon  it.  This  was  the  chief 
dish  ihougli  ilierc  were  other  smaller  dishes,  b  ith 
meal  and  vegeiable.  Ten  person.!  sat  around  llie 
able,  or  rai  her,  squalled  upon  the  carpet,  with 
tlieir  knees  drawn  un  close  lo  tlieir  bodies,  Each 
h.id  before  bim  a  |)late  of  tinned  copper  and  a 
wooden  spoon,  which  some  used  without  the  plalc. 
Most,  however,  preferred  to  use  the  fingers  id  the 
left  hand,  sejitrat  nipping  their  bauds  logclher 
into  the  dish,  n.s  the  disciple*  diii  at  the  la,5t  sui>per. 
As  soon  ns  any  one  had  linislied  lie  rose  and  went 
into  another  room  to  have  water  poured  over  his 
hands  lo  wash  them,  and  the  vacant  p'ace  at  the 
table  was  instantly  filled  by  a  new  comer.  The 
bread  was  laid  on  the  mat  tinder  the  Iray,  so  as  to 
be  easily  reached,  and  a  jar  of  water,  the  only 
beverage  used  during  ihe  meal,  stood  within  re.icli. 
Besides  rice,  slews  of  beans  or  cracked  wheat, 
with  thick  soup  or  sauce  poured  over  tliein  in  the 
central  bowl,  are  also  in  fashion.  Spoons,  tliougli 
soiiieliities  provi'led,  aie  ofcn  waiiiing— pieces  of 
thin  biead,  dmilded,  serving  instead.  Knives  and 
forks  are  iinhnown;  and  as  there  is  no  special 
dining-room,  there  is  no  furiiiturs  suited  for  one. 
Hence,  tables  and  chaiis  are  never  seen.  So  lar, 
indeed,  ate  Orietilali  from  thinking  it  strange  to 
dip  their  fingers  into  llic  common  di>h  ihat  it  is  a 
special  act  of  politeness  to  gropi  in  it  (or  the 
visitor  and  lay  nice  morsels  before  him,  or  even 
'  isist  upon  putting  tlieiii  into  his  mouth. 


PKIXCE  HENRY  Of  BA'PTENBERG. 

The  Britisli  colony  of  this  city  was  deeply 
snrpiised  and  affected  on  the  23rd  by  news  of  the 
dentil  at  sea  on  Ihe  201I1  of  Prince  Henry  of  Bat- 
tenlierg,  who,  as  is  well  known,  was  married  to 
I'rincess  Beatrice,  the  youngest  daughter  ol  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 

We  hear  that  on  receipt  of  the  sad  news  the 
Hiitish  minister  at  once  telegraphed  in  the  name 
of  Her  Majesty's  servants  and  the  Biilish  com- 
mimty  at  Rio  de  faneiro,  tendering  their  hearlfelt 
condolence  *ith  Her  Majesty  tlie  Queen,  Princess 
Beatrice  and  ihc  royal  family,  and  that  a  few 
hours  aflenvards  he  received  a  nie,ssa'.^c  expressing 
the  Queen's  and  Princess  Beatrice's  thanks  for  the 
sympathy  shown  in  their  bereavement, 

The  flags  were  kept  at  b.ilf  mast  for  three  days 
at  the  British  consulate-general,  at  ihe  consulates 
of  other  na'ion;dities  and  al  the  offices  of  the  lead- 
ing British  commercial  firms  in  this  city,  as  also 
on  the  Eiitisli  ships  lying  in  the  barb  jr. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  BARBADOS. 

The  vital  statistics  of  Barbados  reveal  the 
alarming  facts  that  while  the  dealh  rate  in  the 
island  has  for  man;  years  been  sicadity  advancing, 
the  population  has  been  increasing  at  tiie  tintisually 
rapid  ra>te  of  nearly  10  per  cent,  per  annum.  In 
the  decade  of  1861  lo  1870  the  death  late  was  no 
higher  llian  21.54 — a  si  ite  of  tilings  comparing 
favorably  with  many  English  towns  not  accounted 
unheallhy  ;  but  in  the  year  1894  it  attained  to 
34.30.  As  usual,  the  niortahly  has  been  prin- 
cipally among  the  children  and  the.Tged.  In  St. 
I'liilips  it  is  even  repoited  ihat  two-thirds  of  the 
deaths  are  those  of  infants.  The  chief  cause 
appears  to  be  the  de,:lioi»igprospeiity  of  the  island 
ill  accordance  with  ihe  Maltliusian  law.  Mr.  Ls 
Hnnte,  ihe  coloniil  secretary,  expresses  the 
opinion  that  had  it  not  been  fir  the  providentially 
low  prices  ul  flaur  and  bieadstuffs  this  year,  the 
result  of  disease  and  death  wouhl  have  been  even 
more  marked  among  the  great  laboiingptipu'aion. 
To  what  does  this  point,  he  a-ks,  but  the  natural 
result  of  a  struggle  for  existence  in  an  over- 
crowded and  ever  over-crowding  population  ? 

"  It  does  not  mean,"  he  continues,  "  tliat  Bar- 
bados is  getting  less  healthy,  or  that  there  is  any 
fear  of  its  losing  its  repulaiiDn  lor  being  the 
healthiest  ol  her  Majesty's  tropical  pns-essioiis, 
and  even  of  its  being  able  to  bear  comparison  wilh 
any  other  place  in  this  respect.  Il  means  that 
nature  is  exerting  herself  in  a  very  unmistakeable 
way  ;  that  the  fight  lor  life  is  gelling  sharper,  and 
thai  when  hard  tunes  come,  and  their  shaduw  is 
al  our  doors,  the  difficulties  will  become  accen- 
tuated."— London  Daily  News.

SUBSIDIES  TO  TIIE  FRENCH  PRESS. 

The  amount  distributed  in  the  form  of  subsidies 
by  Ihe  Panama  canal  among  the  French  press, 
that  ol  Paris  taking  the  lion's  share,  has  commonly 
been  estimated,  in  the  absence  ol  precise  informa- 
li on,  at  25,000,000  francs.  'I'he  sums  paid  D 
individual  newspapers  have  been  published,  and 
range  Irom  50,0110  lo  300,000  francs,  more  or 
less,  Ihe  amount  given  ofien  depending  rather  on 
the  avidity  and  tenacity  of  the"  claimant  than  on 
the  influence  of  the  organ  he  reprCRenied.  When 
the  Panama  scandal  was  undergoing  invesligalion 
by  a  parlianientaiy  committee,  a  well-known 
editor,  iieing  asked  if  he  had  received  money  from 
Hie  cimpant.  rephed  iliat  he  liad,  and  added 
haughtily,  "  I  have  the  ri^ht  to  sell  my  publicity, 
have  I  not  ?  "  Nowhere  outside  of  France  would 
a  newspaper  editor  so  li^jhtly  assume  Ihe  right  lo 
Sill  liis  opini'ins  under  the  name  of  publicity, 
es]iecially  when  a  national  enterprise  was  involved, 
lor  the  support  of  which  patriotism  should  have 
been  a  sufficient  motive.  The  relations  of  the 
1  ress  lo  Panama  have  never  been  fully  elucidated, 
judges  an  I  witnesses  at  the  trial  taciiiy  agreeing 
to  leave  this  phase  of  the  case  in  obscurity,  and 
theniwspapers  having  their  own  rea.sons  for  keep- 
ing silence.  If  Charles  de  Lesseps  had  desired, 
he  minlit  have  made  some  piquant  revelations. 
In  any  event,  the  press,  by  its  indiscriminate  praise 
of  the  project,  evoked  an  enlliusia-m  that  led  to  its 
fii  St  illusory  successes,  and  must  be  regarded  as 
the  chief  cause  of  the  final  catastrophe, 

The  newspapers  that  arc  simply  e-tablislied   to 
make  a  living  are  naturally  not  scrupulous  regard- 
ing the  means.     The  puffs  of  individuals  and  mer- 
chandise  in  the  news  columns  of  a  newspaper   are 
llie  most  excusable  form  of  this  sorl  of  "publicity." 
The  sale  ol  an  editor's   opinions  lo  a  national   en- 
terprise, or  of  his   silence  in   regard  to  an   estab- 
lishment wliose  only  aim   is    the   impoverishment 
and  demoralisation  of  the  public,   is  of  extremely 
doubtful    morality.    The    same   may  be  said  of 
another   furiii  ol  exploitation,    not   of  individuals, 
bill   of  an   idea— that   ol   immor.ility— which   has 
long  furnished  abundant  material  to  the  humorist, 
and  the  writer  of  romance.     Ii   is    only   necessaiy 
I  to  mention  one  oovclisi,  Zola,  who  hiborej  indus- 
I  triously  in  this  field,  till  ihe  desire  to  become  an 
j  academician  caused  hnn  to   tmn   his   attention   lo 
■  cl--aner  subjects,  and  even  to  themes  that   ha  I  an 
I  odor  of    sanctity.    The  humorous  weeklies  that 
have  lor  many  years   found  it   impossible  to   live 
without  rendering  virlue  contemptible,  and  exalt- 
in;;  vice  directly  or  indirectly,    have  of  laie    years 
sunk  still  lower,  and  are  n  iw  filled    wih  indecent 
,  engravings  th^it  would  not  be  tilerated  elsewhere, 
'  either  by  press,  public,  orjulici.il  authority.

Again,  the  wild  plant  sj;orminates 
in  a  fortnight,  wdiile  the  ilumcsiic  one  does 
so  alter  several  months  only.  It  is  nsn;illy 
believed  that  there  are  various  speciea  of  the 
colfee  phmt.  Our  informant,  however,  is 
of  opinion  that  there  exists  but  one  plant, 
wliicli,  nevertheless,  accoiding  to  the  diiler- 
cm  methods  of  cultivation,  undergoes  a 
ceriain  cliange.  As,  for  example,  in  the 
wild  and  domestic  plant;  and,  again,  in 
that  which  is  favored  by  climate  and  soil, 
and  tiiat  which  is  not.  Mnchalso  depends 
upon  the  cultivator.  The  same  species 
growing  wild  produces  small  berries,  which 
become  double  the  size  when  cultivated. 
It  is  also  impossible,  we  are  reminded,  that 
one  harvest  can  produce  nothing  but  fine 
full  berries  ;  consequently  the  bad  and  the 
good  are  mixed  together  for  sale,  or  sold 
separately  at  dilTeiciU  prices  by  the  colTee 
merchants.  Tl\e  small  unri|ie  grains  have 
neither  taste,  nor  smell,  nor  form.  Anap- 
jiarent  variety  in  coffee  is  likewise  produced, 
according  to  the  time  employeti  in  and  (he 
manner  of  gathering  t!ic  grains  at  harvest 
time.  ColTee  requires  several  months  to 
come  to  maturity  ;  in  KalTa  ripe  berries  he- 
gin  to  appear  in  September,  and  are  fit  for 
gathering  in  N'ovemher.  Any  small  or  un- 
ripe berries  remaining  are  equally  gathered 
and  given  to  the  servants  or  sent  away  for 
sale.  Tlie  Arabians  arc  reported  to  he  the 
best  cofTee  cidtivators,  because  they  know 
how  to  gather  the  grains  at  the  most  favor- 
able moment,  and  take  great  care  in  sifting 
and  cleansing  them  to  send  them  in  good 
condition  to  the  markets.  Consequently, 
our  traveler  maintains  that  the  good  reputa- 
tion (hat  Moka  coffee  has  maintained  is  due 
solely  to  the  care  referred  to,  inasmuch  as 
the  products  of  tliis  country  do  not  dilTerin 
the  least  from  that  which  is  sown  and  culti- 
vated in  other  part?. 

What  a  pity  it  seems,  then,  that  in  a 
countrj'  wheie  coffee  comes  to  perfection  in 
a  wild  state  there  should  be  neither  roads 
nor  means  of  transport  by  converting  it  into 
an  article  of  commerce.  These  neces.sary 
aids  to  business  are,  however,  wanting  in 
Ivafla,  it  is  said.  Neither  do  they  exist  even 
for  the  interior  of  the  African  towns,  or  for 
the  regions  of  l!ie  Oriental  coast.  Conse- 
quently the  production  is  a  source  of  little 
or  no  profit  to  the  country,  whereas  it 
might  be  one  of  great  gain  to  the  inhabi- 
tants. The  only  ]inrpose  for  which  it  Is 
ulili;^ed  is  for  domestic  use,  as  everyone  is 
accustomed  to  this  beverage.  If  by  chance 
the  provision  should  not  suffice  for  one 
family,  it  is  easily  made  up  for  by  a  neigh- 
l)Or,  in  return  for  a  measure  of  corn.  'I'lic 
great  ivory,  musk  and  slave  merchants  pur- 
chase a  certain  quantity,  but  only  sufficient 
(or  their  journe}-,  or  for  presents  to  their 
hosts  tv/ TO/z/c,  or  to  obtain  a  free  passage 
over  one  of  the  frontiers— never  for  selling. 
T--ess  important  vendors,  who  pass  through 
the  country  selling  wax,  coriander  and 
othersmall  wares,  buy  it  for  selling  again, 
but  in  such  limited  quantities  that  no  one 
in  Kafla  cultivates  and  gaiiiers  in  tlie  ber- 
ries in  the  hope  of  gaining  anything  by  such 
transactions.  And  if,  in  time  of  war,  c\cii 
these  small  itineiant  merchants  fail  to  pa-s, 
the  cultivators,  not   knowiufr    what    to    tXo

.Auniii.T  aiitlionty  on  this  anbjecl  M  !\[as

There  is  not  a  hon.se  in  \\.\\\.\  wljidi  is 
not  suriounded  by  colTee  wood.s  or  planta- 
tions, thepioducls  of  which  always  Mupa'ss 
the  quantity  necessary  for  the  fainilv's  con- 
sumption. When  the  coffee  is  ficsh,  the 
natives  eat  it  fried  with  salt  and  butter',  n,- 
make  an  infusion  of  it,  as  we  do.  -\\\.^ 
|)lant  is  propagated  in  two  ways  in  KalTa— 
by  transplanting  and  sowing.  In  ibc  [(,,-. 
mer  case,  tlicy  generallv  wait  for  the  raiiiv 
.'ieason.  Then,  proceeding  to  the  forest. 
such  plants  as  have  taken  growth  from 
seeds  fallen  to  the  ground,  vegauin'  to  the 
detriment  (-f  ibe  larger  shrub  bv  rohbni-  n 
of  its  nourishment,  are  taken  up.  ( '.ire^is. 
however,  taken  not  to  loosen  the  earth  ail- 
hering  to  the  young  roots,  which  are  re- 
planted in  a  free  spot,  in  holes  about  twelve 
niches  lieep.  so  that  not  more  than  nme 
inches  of  die  plant  remain  above  ground, 
ami  in  a  slighdy  slanting  position.  The 
sowing  of  colfee  takes  place  as  soon  as  the 
ripe  fruit  is  harvested,  in  ground  freslil\- 
ploughed  and  well  manured.  After  one  or 
two  years,  the  young  plants  are  transpoiied 
to  a  spot  wliere  tliey  will  remain  till  the 
time  of  production  is  finished,  A  little 
while  after  the  transplanting  or  sowing,  the 
Arabs  take  care  to  exterminate  all  weeds  and 
useless  growths.  The  Ivalfas,  however,  do 
not  trouble  themselves  about  any  weeds, 
except  for  the  plants  near  their  haliiiations' 
die  result  being  that  the  weed^  and  para- 
sites, increasing  with  all  the  force  belonging 
to  inter-tropical  vegetation,  often  fmish  by 
sullbcaiing  the  whole  plantation.  In  ICaiTa 
as  we  are  told,  the  coffee  shrub  reaches  a 
height  of  from  three  to  five  j-ard.<.  h  i)c- 
gins  to  bear  fruit,  as  In  Arabia,  about  a  year 
or  two  after  transplanting,  and  three  or  four 
weeks  after  sowing.  In  die  llfili  or  sixth 
year  it  attains  to  the  maximum  of  [inxluc- 
tion,  and  becomes  sterile  in  the  sixteenth 
or  seventeenth  year.  In  the  Amilli-s,  arin 
Venezuela,  the  plant  bears  fruit  till  the 
thirtieth  or  fortieth  year.  It  is  probable, 
however,  says  our  informant,  diat  if  ihe 
plants  were  |irnned  at  the  base  they  would 
hear  (ruit  in  Kalfa  for  another  five  or  si.\ 
\-ears.  Contrary  to  the  former  autlioiii\- 
already  quoted,  i\tons.  Massaja  says  that  tlie 
berries  of  the  wild  plant  are  somewhat 
larger  than  diose  of  tlie  cultivated  ones  ■ 
sometimes  the  pod  contains  but  one  grain' 
whieb,  being  U^t^  to  develop  itself  at  pleas- 
ure, takes  a  (orm  almost  rountl,  and  i.s  call- 
ed Moka  by  the  coast  merchants  from  the 
resemblance  it  bears  to  the  colTee  of  femen. 
In  Kaffa  and  the  adjacent  country  the  culTee 
selected  for  the  consumption  of  the  '^rcat 
dignitaries  and  the  court  is  preserved'^  for 
two  or  three  years  in  a  dry  place,  because 
the  older  it  is  tiie  more  colfee  dcveloi)s  its 
aroma  and  strength.  That  which  is  des- 
lined  for  commerce  is  sold  Iidore  it  ia  tiiiite 
.Iry. — Fxchange. 
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orif,niutUy   pbinted    here  by   the    settlei-,s, 
iiiid  have  wince  spread  over  all   the  dowii.s 
between  this  and  Southwest  lUy  ;  for  they 
lire  not  to  be  found  an  tlie  other  side  of  the 
ishind. 
The  huts  of  which  tlic  rouj^h  walls    of 
I  unhewn  stone  alone  remain,  are  built    in 
I  terraces  one  above  the  other  on  the  liill- 
iiido.     A  ffreat  deal  of  labor  \v:i.s  evidently 
expended    in    the    construction    of    these 
terraces,  and  of  tlie  roads  leadiiifj  to  tlient, 
and  quantities  of  stones  had  been  piled  up 
ill  order  to  obtain   a   level   .surface.     This 
must  have  been  a  picturesque  little  villaf;"e 
ill    it.s  day — whenever  that  day  was— for, 
tboujfh  I  have  searched  dilifjently,   I    can 
find    no    record   to    show   at  what  period 
Trinidad  was  used  as  a  penal    settlement 
by  the  Portiijjfuese.     Aniasa  Delano,  writ- 
hn^  of  his  visit  to  tlie  island  in  1803,  speaks 
of  a  "  beach  above  which  the  Portuf^niese 
once  had  a  settlement  "  :  aud  a  still  older 
narrative  alludes  to   a  Portu^'uese  penal 
settlement  here  as  a  i\\u\{;  of  tlic  lonj,^  pa.st. 
Halley,  who  was  here  in  17IKI,  took  Trini- 
dad in  the  name  of  the  kinij  of  Kni,''land— 
as  I  have  already  mentioned — and  he  says 
nothiufT  of  such  a  settlement.  | 

Near  the  huts  we  found  places  where  tlie 
soil  liad  been  cleared  of  stones,  for  pur- 
poses of  cultivatiQn,and  there  were  several 
Witlled-in  enclosures. 

AVe  saw  a  j,'ood  deal  of  broken  pottery 
and  tiles  lyinj;  about,  not  such  as  we  bad 
discovered  in  South-west  Bay,  of  Oriental 
inanufactiire,  but  of  a  very  ronjrb  descrip- 
tion, probably  boine-iiiade.  For,  on  the 
to]>  of  a  hill  overlook  in  I,'-  our  ravine,  we 
came  across  a  bole  that  bad  evidently  been 
duf,^  for  the  purpose  of  extracting-  a  sort 
of  clay  that  is  there,  and  there  were  sij,'-ns 
of  iii-e  near  it,  and  many  fraK'ucnts  of 
earthenware,  so  we  conjectured  that  we 
were  looking  at  all  that  remained  of  the 
ancient  Trinidad  pottery-works. 

We  did  not  return  to  South-west  Bay  by 
the  SuK'iLi'loaf  Co!,  but  by  another  route, 
wlucli  tlie  sliore-party  luul  discovered  in 
the  course  of  a  previous  Sunday's  tour  of 
exploration.  This  lay  over  the  fj'ap  in  the 
downs  at  tlie  back  of  our  bay.  It  is  indi- 
cated in  the  plan,  and  presents  no  difficul- 
ties ;  but  the  soft  soil  and  tang-led  vegeta- 
tion    make   the   climb    a  rather   laborious

I  remained  on  shore  for  a  fortnight, 
dnrinj;-  wliich  the  weather  was  line,  tiiough 
a  sli^-iit  shower  g-eneraliy  fell  in  the 
moniiny:. 

We  had  still  a  larye  supply  of  stores, 
both  on  shore  and  on  board,  but  there  was 
one  article  of  food  which  we  were  con- 
sumingin  much  largerquantities  than  had 
been  anticipated— the  necessary  oatmeal— 
and  it  was  now  found  tliat  but  very  little 
of  it  was  left.  It  was,  therefore,  decided 
that  I  should  sail  to  Bahia— our  nearest 
market  \own— with  the  yacht,  and  procure 

A  voyag:e  of  1,400  miles  in  order  to  piir- 
cliase  a  little  oatmeal  sounds  like  a  rather 
larg:e  order  ;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
was  more  comfortable  to  be  under  weig-h 
than  to  lie  at  anchor  where  we  were,  ex- 
posed to  the  ocean  swell.  So  we  did  not 
look  upon  tlie  journey  as  a  troublesome 
duty. 

My  crew  was  to  consist  of  Pollock  and 
the  three  white  sailors. 

I  put  Ted  Miliier,  the  boatswain,  on 
Pollock's  watch,  and  took  Arthur  Cotton 
on  mine.  John  Wriylit  did  the  cooking 
and  kept  no  watch,  tJiougli  lie  was  always 
ready  to  lend  a  hand  if  necessary. 

On  Sunday,  December  2!),  the  whale-boat 
went  olf  to  the  yacht  for  another  load  of 
stores,  so  that  there  might  be  an  ample 
supply  on  the  island  during  the  absence  of 
the  vessel ;  for  it  was  not  possible  to  fore- 
see how  long  we  should  be  away.

to  be  another /(',*/«  this  day,  and  the  water 
boat  could  not  come  ofV.  So  we  !uwl  to 
wait  till  the  following  day,  January  21, 
when  the  water  was  put  on  board  of  ua, 
and  in  the  afternoon  we  got  under  weigh. 
It  was  blowing  hard  on  the  day  of  our 
departure  from  Bahia,  and  we  sailed  down 
the  bay  under  mizzen  and  head  Mails,  so 
as  to  see  what  it  was  like  outside  before 
hoisting  our  mainsail. 

We  had  better  luck  now  than  during  our 
previous  attempt  at  reaching  Trinidad, 
for  tlie  wind,  instead  of  being  right  alicad 
from  the  .south-east,  kept  shifting  back- 
wards and  forwards  between  north  aud 
ea.st,  so  that  we  could  always  lay  our  course 
on  the  port  tack,  aud  could  often  do  so 
with  our  sheet  well  off.  But  the  wind  wad 
squally  and  uncertain,  aud  for  much  of  the 
time  the  sea  was  roug-h  so  that  we  were 
eight  days  reaching  the  island. 

At  dawn  on  .January  29  we  sighted  Trini- 
dad, right  ahead,  aud  in  the  afternoon   we 
were  about  two  miles  off.  opposite  to   the 
Niuepin  rock.     It  was  blowing  hard    from 
the  eastward,  and  the   sea   was,    I  think, 
running  higher  than  on  any  occasion  since 
we    left   Southampton.     The  surf   on   the 
island  was  far  heavier  than   we   had  ever 
seen  it  before,  and  was  breaking  on  every 
portion  of  the  coast  with  great  fury. 
I      We    now   ran    before   the   wind    toward 
South-west  Bay,  aud  the  .squalls  that  occa- 
sionally swept  down  the   ravines    were   so 
fierce  that  we  sailed  with   foresail  down 
and  the  tack  of  our  reefed  mainsail  triced 
well    up.      We   saw  that    the    seas    were 
dashing    comple'tely    over   the   pier,    aud 
sending    great   fountains  of    spray   hig-h 
into  the  air.     When  we  opened  out  South- 
west Bay  the  scene  before  us  was  terribly 
grand.     Huge  green  rollers,   with  plumes 
of    snowy    spray,    were    breaking    on   the 
sandy  beach  :  and  the  waves  were  dashing 
up  tlie  sides  of  Noah's  Ark  and  the  Sugar- 
loaf  to  an  immense  height,  theclitTs  being 
wet    with   spray   quite   200    feet   up.    The 
loud  roaring  of  the  seas  was  echoed   by 
the  mountains,  and  the  frequent    squalls 
whistled   and  howled    frightfully    among 
the  crags,  so  that  even  the  wild  sea-birds 
were    alarmed    at   the   connuotion    of  the 
elements  :  for  they  had  risen  in  multitudes 
from  all  the  rocks  around    the    bay,    and 
were  flying  liither  and  thither  iw  a  scared 


while     their     melancholy    cries 
the   weirdness  of   the   general 


I  did  not  wish  to  remain  at  Bahia  one 
moment  longer  than  was  ncces,sary  ;  but  I 
tiiought  it  would  be  well,  as  we  were  here 
to  lill  up  our  water-tanks.  But  it  liappened 


fashion, 

added 

effect. 

And  once  more  we  saw  before  us,  high 
above  the  sea-foam,  our  little  camp,  with 
its  tbrce  tents,  and  the  whale-boat  hauled 
up  on  the  sands  not  far  off,  with  its  white 
canvas  cover  stretched  over  it,  but  we 
were  surprised  to  see  no  men  about :  the 
camp  appeared  to  be  deserted. 

It  was,  obviously,  'impossible  for  the 
sliore-party  to  launch  the  boat  with  so 
high  a  sea  running,  neither  could  we 
approach  within  signalling  distance  of 
tlie  beach  ;  so  that  there  was  no  chance  of 
our  being  able  to  communicate  with  our 
friends  for  the  present.  I  also  saw  that  it 
would  be  highly  imprudent,  if  not  impos- 
sihlo,  to  come  to  an  anchor  off  the  cascade 
witli  the  yacht.  There  was  to  be  no 
harbor  for  us  just  yet,  and  the  only  tiling 
to  be  done  was  to  put  to  sea  and  lieave  to 
until  the  weather  improved. 

Wo  did  not  anticipate  that  we  should 
have  to  wait  long  for  this  improvement; 
but,  as  it  turned  out,  we  had  to  remain 
liove  to  for  eight  days,  before  the  state  of 
the  sea  permitted  the  boat  to  come  off  to 
us,  during  which  time  the  bananas,  pump- 
kins, and  other  luxuries  of  the  sort  which 
we  had  brought  from  Bahia  for  the  work- 
ing-party, began  to  spoil,  and  we  had  to 
cat  them  ourselves  to  save  them;  so  that, 
wJien  at  last  the  men  boarded  us,  we  had 
but  little  left  for  them  of  the  fresh  fruit 
aud  vegetables  which  were  so  grateful  to 
them,  though  of  oatmeal  and  other  pro- 
visions there  was  an  ample  store. 
We  soon  discovered  that  it  was  much 
n  every  way  for  the  yacht  to  be 
hove  to  than  to  be  lying  at  anclior  off 
at  her  chain  in  an

as  I  liave  said,  we  did  pull  one  liawsepipe 
nearly  out  of  her  on  the  occasion  that  the 
chain  got  foul  of  the  rocks  at  the  bottom, 
thus  giving  her  a  short  nip.

Trinidad.     To  ati 
ocean  swell  must  be 
a  strong   vessel    as 
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weutlier  we  experieuceU  a  lot  of  wear  utul 
tear;  for  tlie  yacht  used  to  ttwiiiH"  first  in 
one  direction,  tlicii  in  another,  as  the 
various  flaws  of  wind  struck  her,  so  thiit 
the  chain  was  constantly  R-ettiiiff  roiiiul 
her  stern,  and  we  found  that  a  large  piece 
of  her  copper  had  been  worn  away  in  this 
manner  just  below  the  wiiter-Iine. 

Had  I  fully  realized  before,  the  jfreat 
advantu(,'es  of  heavint,'-  to,  I  do  hot  think  I 
should  have  ever  let  go  uiy  anchor  at  all 
here  ;  but,  in  that  case,  I  should  have 
been  compelled  to  remain  on  board  all 
the  while,  and  would  not  have  had  my 
fortnijfht's  stay  in  camp.  To  remain  hove 
to  off  this  lee  side  of  the  island  is  a  very 
easy  matter.  Our  method  was  to  sail  out 
to  sea  from  South-west  Hay  until  we  had 
R-ot  out  of  the  baJttiny  local  squalls  into 
the  steady  breeze,  and  then  \ve  hove  to 
under  reefed  mainsail,  small  jib  with 
sheet  to  windward,  and  helm  lashed,  'i'he 
yacht  then  looked  after  herself;  and.  as 
the  wind  was  always  more  or  less  off 
shore  and  the  current  was  setting  to  the 
south,  slie  would  drift  away  about  twelve 
miles  in  the  night  towards  the  open  sea. 
always  remaining  right  opposite  our  bay, 
so  that  those  on  shore  could  see  us  at 
daybreak.  We  divided  ourselves  into 
three  watches  at  night,  one  man  being 
sufficient  for  a  watch,  for  he  never  liad 
anything  to  do  but  look  out  for  the  pass- 
ing vessels.  Hove  to  as  we  were  under 
such  short  canvas  the  fiercest  squall  we 
ever  encountered  had  no  eiTect  on  the 
vessel,  and  she  was  in  every  way  com- 
fortable. 

In  the  morning  we  would  hoist  foresail 
and  tack  towards  South-west  Bay,  so  as 
to  attempt  communication  with  the  shore  ; 
if  that  were  impossible,  we  hove  to  once 
more,  to  drift  slowly  seawards ;  and  we 
repeated  this  process  several  times  in  the 
course  of  a  day,  before  we  finally  sailed 
out  for  our  night's  rest  on  the  bosom  of 
the  ocean. 

We  could  sail  into  South-west  Bay  until 
we  were  abreast  of  the  Sugarloaf ,  but  no 
further ;  we  were  then  at  least  a  mile  and 
a  quarter  from  the  camp,  and  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  read  the  signals  of  the  shore-party 
at  that  distance,  as  the  flags  they  liad  with 
them  were  of  a  small  size. 

To  have  approached  nearer  than  this 
would  have  been  a  very  risky  proceeding 
for,  thougli  we  might  have  succeeded  ii 
getting  some  way  further  in,  and  out 
again,  with  safety ,  time  after  time,  the 
day  would  most  assuredly  have  come  when 
a  serious  accident  would  have  happened, 
For,  as  soon  as  the  yacht  had  sailed  across 
the  line  connecting  the  two  extreme  poiiits 
of  the  bay,  the  high  cliffs  diverted  the 
wind  so  that  it  was  only  felt  occasionally 
and  then  in  short  squalls,  from  various 
directions  ;  and  between  these  battling 
squalls  were  long  spells  of  calm,  during 
which  the  vessel  would  drift  helplessly 
before  the  swell  towards  the  surf  under 
the  cliffs,  or  would  be  carried  by  the 
southerly  current  towards  t!ie  lava,  reef; 
off  South  Point,  in  both  cases  at  imminent 
risk  of  destruction.  And  even  when  the 
squalls  did  come  down  to  render  iissistance 
they  xshifted  so  suddenly  that  the  sails 
were  taken  aback  two  or  three  times  in  as 
many  minutes,  so  tliat  all  way  was  lost, 
or  even  stern  way  was  got  on  tlie  vessel, 
and  one  lost  control  over  her  at  a  critical 
moment. 

The  Alerte  sailed  into  that  bay  a 
great  many  times  without  mishap;  but 
there  were  anxious  moments  now  and  then, 
and  I  was  always  glad  to  escape  out  of 
this  treacherous  trap  to  the  open  sea, 
clear  of  the  rocks  and  squalls,  with  deep 
water  round,  and  a  comparatively  steady 
wind  to  help  me. 

We  remained  thus,  standing  ofl^  and  on 
and  hove  to,  during  the  rest  of  our  stay  at 
Trinidad.  Our  anchor  was  never  let  go 
here  again.  We  had  been  lucky  with  our 
weather  when  we  first  arrived  at  the 
Island,  and  had  successively  landed  our 
working-party  and  stores,  and  our  whale- 
boat  had  been  beached  in  South-west  Bay 
a  good  many  times,  without  serious  acci- 
dent, though  very  seldom  without  risk. 
But  now  all  this  was  changed.  High  seas 
and  squally  weather  were  the  rule  during 
the  eighteen  days  we  remained  hove  to: 
for  the  first  eight  days,  as  I  have  said,  M'e 


were  unable  to  hold  communication  with 
the  shore  ;  and,  after  that,  there  were  but 
few  occasions  on  which  we  could  beacli 
the  boat,  and  then  tins  feat  was  generally 
;ittended  by  a  capsize,  loss  of  property, 
and  risk  of  life.  But,  fortunately,  as  will 
be  seen,  tlie  two  days  preceding  our  linal 
[lepartnre  from  the  islet  were  tine,  and  we 
were  thus  enabled  to  carry  off  our  tents 
and  other  stores.  Had  it  not  been  for 
this  short  spell  of  calm,  we  should  haveki 
probably  been  compelled  to  leave  beliind 
verything  we  possessed. 

Tlic  fine  season  here  is  in  the  southern 
summer — our  winter.  In  winter— especi- 
ally in  the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August — landing  on  Trinidad  is  almost 
always  impossible.  Strong  winds  and 
heavy  rains  then  prevail,  while  the  seas 
run  high.  It  is  possible  that  the  tine 
weather  was  now  beginning  to  break  up, 
and  that  when  we  sailed  from  the  island- 
February  15--the  stormy  autumn  season 
was  setting  in. 

^he  ship's  log  for  this  period  presents  a 
monotonous  repetition  of  vain  attempts  at 
boating,  as  the  following  short  record  of 
proceedings  for  the  first  eight  days  will 
show.  It  will  be  remembered  that  we 
arrived  off  the  island  and  liovc  to  on  the 
evening  of  January  29. 

January  ,:?0.— Sailed  into  South-west  Bay 
after  breakfast.  Thougli  we  saw  the 
camp  standing  as  we  had  left  it,  could  not 
perceive  any  nien,  neither  had  we  done  so 
on  the  previous  day.  Wonder  if,  for  some 
reason  or  other,  tlie  shore-party  had  left 
the  island,  and  been  carried  away  by 
passing  vessel?  Drift  out  of  bay  and 
heave  to.  In  afternoon  sail  into  bay  again. 
This  time  are  glad  to  see  all  the  men  walk- 
ing down  to  the  beach.  We  signal  for 
news.  They  reply  "  All  well,"  and  "Too 
rough  for  boating."  We  signal  that  we 
have  brought  them  some  letters  from 
Bahia.  When  outside  bay  heave  to  for 
night. 

Jaimary  ill.  — Ai  dawn  ten  miles  otf 
island.  Tack  towards  island.  Sea  high; 
squally.  Sail  into  bay.  No  signals  from 
shore.  We  conclude  it  is  too  rough  for 
boating  and  that  the  men  are  at  work  in 
the  ravine.  In  afternoon  sail  again  into 
bay.  No  signals.  Heave  to  for  night,  as 
before. 

j^VA/'Hwr*/ i.  — Sail  into  bay  in  morning. 
See  men  on  shore  taking  the  cover  uff 
whale-boat,  as  if  with  the  intention  of 
coming  oft".  They  drag  her  down  to  the 
edge  of  the  sea.  We  cannot  now  disting- 
uish them,  so  cannot  tell  whether  they 
have  launched  tlie  boat  or  not,  or  whetlier 
they  have  capsized,  or  what  may  have 
happened.  All  is  hidden  from  us  for  some 
time  ;  then  we  see  tlieni  hauling  the  boat 
up  the  beach  again.  They  have  evidentlv 
abandoned  the  attempt  as  too  dangerous. 
Very  squally.  Wliile  hove  to,  drive  a  long 
way  from  island.  In  evening,  sail  towards 
bay  again,  and  heave  to  for  nigtit.

—The  report  ol  the  commiitee  of  the  chamber 
of  deputies  on  the  pioposed  home-lax  on  sugar 
and  bounty  on  sugar  exports,  is  unique,  and  if 
passed  without  alteration  will  be  a  merited  lilow 
on  the  sugar  industry.  The  committee  in  its  re- 
port has  omitted  to  mention  the  12  cents  bounty, 
and  limits  the  transaction  to  a  home-lax  of  4  cents 
per  kilo  on  sugar  manufactured,  to  he  paid  hy  the 
manufacturers  into  the  Bank  of  tiie  Nation  ;  the 
proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  invested  hy  the  bank 
in  the  purchase  of  sugar  for  export,  and  the 
profits  (it  looks  as  il  everything  was  to  be  piofit !) 
to  be  applied  to  making  public  roads  and  bridfjes. 
No  provision  is  made  to  incie-ise  the  import  dnly 
on  sugar  to  the  extent  of  the  home-tax  ;  tliorcfore 
the  tax  which  is  to  he  paid  by  the  manufacturers 
will  not  be  clapped  on  the  sale  price  of  sngar  to 
consumers,  owing  to  foreign  sugar  competition.—

The  tan  of  4  cents  y^r 
kilo  on  Argentine  sugar,  about  whicli  we  wrots 
some  time  ago,  seemed  to  all  the  world  to  liave 
died  a  natural  death.  It  was  supposed  ti>  hiv; 
gone  to  sleep  in  the  archives  of  cmgress  to  he 
awakened  on  the  coming  of  the  kaL-nds.  Hut  to 
the  surprise  ,ind  indignation  of  tlie  public,  the 
fuiancial  commission  to  whose  consideration  it  had 
been  relegated  appeared  on  Wednesdav  with  a 
voluminous  report  upon  the  measute.  The  report 
advises  the  aduptionoy  congress  of  the  tax.  The 
lax  is  then  to  be  levied.  When  levied  it  is  to  I.e 
handed  over  to  the  Banco  de  la  Nacion.  The  hank 
will  then  procieil  to  buy  and  export  25,000,000 
kilos  of  sugar.  Here  yon  h:ive  a  state  hank  turn- 
ed hy  the  s'roke  of  the  pen  into  a  ^ugar  dealer  — u 
jobber  in  pro{Uice — a  concern  interested  in  corner- 
ing the  market  and  gobbling  up  the  very  same 
money  which  it  discounts.  It  is  unique  !  It  is 
gaucho  hanking  every  time,  'I'he  Oermans  are  at 
ihe  bottom  of  this.  The  representaiive  of  the 
sugar  interest  in  Buenos  Aires  is,  after  all,  not  tn 
be  found  on  the  holsa,  hut  on  the  other  side  of 
I'la^a  \'iitoria.  There  is  a  piper  playing  in  the 
national  congress  and  the  honorahlcs  are  daiiciiiL^ 
merrily  I  But  who  is  paying  for  ihc  music  ?  We 
said  when  writing  almut  tins  "ubjea  before  that 
tlie>e  peo])le  were  as  mad  as  Maicli  hares.  It  i-, 
unfoitunatcly.  much  worse  than  that.  Thec.ise 
isoneof  method  madness — the  mo^t  dan^'eious 
kind  of  lun.icy  known,  — i"i'/(//;iv-«  Cross,  J:in.  ro. 

— The  .Argentine  government  has  eni^aged  the 
services  of  an  Italian  military  ent;ineer,  a  noted 
speciali-t  in  coa-t  defense.  He  is  to  luriiisli  plan^ 
for  the  con.slruciion  of  a  naval  station  at  Haliia 
Biaiica  and  also  for  the  adeqnaie  (onitication  i. 
thai  pon,  We  hcpe  he  will  set  to  work  as  soon 
a-i  iios'iible,  and  that  the  organization  ff  a  propci  - 
ly-equipped  cential  naval  station  will  he  tnken  in 
hand  wiihonl  delay.  Hahia  HIanca  is  not  the  bos' 
place  for  a  naval  station,  but  it  is  heller  than  n' 
place  nt  all.  Il  will  give  ihe  Italian  specialist 
,  many  |>ains  in  the  head  hcfoie  he  works  out  the 
plan  of  defending  it  properly.  But  this  is  only 
anolher  reason  why  tlie  work  should  lie  hegun  ini- 
mediately.  In  case  of  trouhle  with  another  power 
this  country  is  not  in  a  posilion  to  make  a  creilic- 
alile  naval  mobilization.  A  naval  moliilizaticn 
maile  fir  the  pnipose  of  lighting  is  worse  tlian  use- 
less unless  it  acts  from  a  ]iroper  ceiilie— a  place 
where  disabled  ships  can  vetum  to  refii  and  i^ct 
leady  again  to  lake  the  sea,  This  country  has  no 
sncli  centre.  If  a  naval  battle  occurred  to-morrow 
in  which  Argentine  ships  were  disal.lcd,  these 
ships,  if  successful  in  escaping  to  the  shelter  of 
one  of  our  porls,  would  have  to  lie  there  useless 
until  the  end  of  the  war.  Th'S  has  been  said  so 
often  that  it  appears  childish  to  repeat  it  ;  hut 
what  shall  we  say  of  the  jiolicy  which  nislios  into 
new  and  enormtmsly  costly  naval  iMirchas'.'s  wiih- 
out  lirsi  setting  eiieigi'tically  ahoiU  piepaiing  some 
place  in  which  to  attend  to  the  many  and  ciitical 
requirements  of  a  modern  Heel  }—South,-ni  Cros.<, 
Jan.   10. 

— The  largesi  d.iiiy  ill  this  country  "La  Mar- 
lona,"  in  Cannelas,  belongs  to  Mr.  Vicente  Ca- 
snres  and  has  three  hraoches,  one  in  Ciinnelas, 
and  the  others  in  Tiislaii  Suarez.  One  thousand 
three  hundred  kilos  olbntter  are  produced  daily, 
]>art  of  this  is  consumed  in  the  country  and  the 
rest  aliroiid.  The  hniier  is  equal  to  any  made  in 
the  best  English  dairy  at  home.  Aigei'itine  bu'tei 
has  now  a  firm  place  in  London  and  Bia/illao 
maikets.  Tlie  "Scandinnii.i  Argentina"  is  an- 
other large  eslablisliment,  and  lias  tinee  Iart;e  fac- 
tories in  Jeppener,  Guerrero  and  Gaiidara,  on  llie 
Southern  railway.  The  estaldishmeiit  has  also 
factories  in  Altamirano,  Adcla  and  Genner,  2300 
kilos  ol  butter  aic  produced  daily,  equnl  to  6g 
tons  I'er  month.  ,Sonie  of  Ihis  is  consumed  here 
and  the  rest  in  England,  Germany  anil  Brazil. 
The  company  exfi'irted  152,861  kilos  of  butter  In 
Londfin  Irom  September  6ih  to  December  3i,st. 
Tlie  company  is  preparing  lo  set  U|)  further 
hranches  in  other  parts  of  liie  province  nf  I^uenos 
Aires  nnd  expects  to  he  able  to  produce  6000  kih's  ' 
a  day  by  April  next.  A  large  pnipcrty  has  been 
IMircha.sed  by  tin's  cumpaoy  in  Calle  H^rrera  1312, 
where  Ihe  neces-^ary  preparations  ate  being  ma-le 
to  store  6000  bi>xes  uf  butter,  equal  ti>  about  160,- 
000  kilos.  Another  impottant  e.'-t.d.hshmenl  is 
that  of  Mr.  Botlaz-zi,  which  has  five  branches,  turn- 
ini;  out  1000  kilos  of  butler  jier  diem.

40010ns  duiing  Ihe  hitler  days  of  1S95.  Mr. 
Stcarn  has  made  contracts  with  La  Mnitonn,  Scao- 
dinavia  and  other  esiai>lishnieiits  for  receiving  the 
whole  of  the  hulier^prodticed  l)y  them.  This  gen- 
tlem.Tn  is  also  in  touch  with  the  world-wide  Lon- 
don firm  of  Ellis  Kislinlnirg  v'i:  Co,,  3,000,000 
pounds  of  butler  passing  through  their  hands, 
Knglaiid  imports  150,000  tons  of  liuiter  annually, 
which  rejiresents  a  sum  ol  ^^16,000,000,  equal  in 
$80,000,000  gold.  Mr.  Siearti  expects  lo  be  able 
to  export  120  tons  of  butter  per  month  during  the 
current  year,  iiicieasing  this  to  300  tons  a  monih 
next  spring  !

Of    wiiat    use    is   our  Christianity  and  en- 
lightenment,   if  they    can    not  control  our 
passions  and  emancipate  us    fr.^in    this  iu- 
iierilance    ,>f  savagery  ,=      Ofwhatuseare 
our  laws,  our  commercial   illteicourse,  our 
relinements.  our  inventions,  onr  wtaltli  and 
culture,  if  they  can  not  free  us  from  the  re- 
course ofbloodslied  r     Theie    is  surelv  no 
need  oi  such  a  recourse,  if  nations  will  sub- 
mit  to    he  governed  by  law  as  iaJividuals 
are  now  governed.

tin-)'  ,ittach  no  irapiinaiice  wiiatever  io  it- 
It  is  enough  to  meet  the  evil  when  it  comes. 
However,  something  may  still    he  done  to 
check  the  epidemic,  providing  the  authori- 
ties will  iiWigni/e  it  .IS  p.irtof  their  dutv  to 
abate  all  nuisances  and  remove  all  sources 
ot  infection.     Tlie  tenement   houses  must 
be  kept  clean,  unoccupied  grounds  use.l  for 
llie   ileposit   of  garh.ige    and  111th  must  be 
cleansed,  cow-stables  in   thickly-inhabited 
I'calitics  must  be  removed,  the  over-crowd- 
mg  of  poor  people,  especially  of  foreigners, 
mu-t  be  corrected,  broken   pavements  and 
duty  streets   must  be    improvetl,  the  food 
supply  must  be  carefully  inspected,  and  all 
nuis.inces   tending  to  disturb   the  sick,  .or 
propagate  infection,    should  be  rigidly  s'ud- 
pie^ej.      In  this  latter  respect,  it  woi'ild  be 
dec:d.-diy  for  the  well-being  ol  this  popuhi. 
lion  were  Caiuaval  to  be  proliibited.     The 
e.xpiiMucs  and   excesses  of  that  .season  will 
be  the  cause  of   much    addition.d   illness. 
W  e  know   from  experience  how  Ihe  death- 
rate  increases  after  Cirnaval.  and   as  we  al- 
ready have  tlie  fever  in    every    part  of   the 
city,  it  would  be  good  policv,   in  our  opin- 
ion, lo  provide   agiinst  the    evil  liiis  vear. 
Then  there  are  the  abuses    which   pre'cede 
Caruaval  for  a  hill  mouth,  which  clearly  il- 
lustrate iiowindilVerent  the  saiiitarv  inspec- 
torsi  really  are.     .-Vs  eveivone  knows  theie  is 
a  lu.spital  on  the  Travesia  de  S.  Francisco, 
ami  just  across  the  street  are  the  rooms  ol 
one  (ifKio's  hundred  musical  and  c.arnaval 
societies.     \\'e  passed  there  a  tew  evenings 
since,  and  the  din  was  something   infernal. 
Huge  liass  drums,   iiorns,   steel  bars,  trum- 
pets, howling,— anything  to   make  a  deal- 
ening  noise.      Keen  were  there  no  hospital 
near,  such  a  bedlam  of   noises    should  n.  t 
be    permitted    in    any   civilized    city.     In 
Kua  da  I'assagem,  Butafogo.    there  are  two 
of  thefe  societies  in    the    neighborhood    of 
two  hospiuls  and  an  asylum.     They  area 
thousand  times  worse  than  the  nciglihoring 
lunatic  asvlum.     We   know   that    they  do 
seriously  disturb  the  sick  and   impetle  Iheir 
recovery.     The  lesidents    of  such  a  neigh- 
borhooil  are  also  unable  to   sleep,    or    even 
to  pass  quietly  through   the  streets.     If  the 
sanitary  mspeclois  were  alert,    they   would 
note    the    iin|ironriety    of  permitting  these 
.-oeielies  in  such  neighhorhoods,    and    they 
would  reipiire  their  removal  to  other  iocali- 
lies.     Possibly  a  section  of  the  lunatic  asy- 
lum might  be  devoted  to  their  use.     In  all 
these  matters,  the  absence  and   indillerence 
of  the  sanitary  inspector  is  to  he  noted,  and 
m  our  opink.n  it  is  time  that   he    were   in- 
structed in  regaid  to    the    importance    and 
sco|ie  ol  his  ditties.     In  times   ol   epidemic 
he  should  be  inspecting  his  district  bv  night 
ami  day.  and  he  should  permit  nothing'to 
exist    iheie    which  will  propagate  infection 
or   disturb  the    recoveiv    ot  the    sick.     It 
shouM  he  remembered  that    the   protection 
of  hie  supersedes    the  pursuit  ol  ple.rsure. 
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L.vsT  week  we  called  attention-  :  ^  the  de- 
fective service  rendered  by  non-rcsidem  and 
superannuated  sanitary  inspectors.  The  un- 
impeded propagation  of  epidemics  in  this 
city  is  prima  facie  evidence  of  their  neglect 
and  iadinerence.  It  is  generaih'  possible 
to  check  or  suppress  an  epidemic  on  its  fir^t 
appearance  by  the  strict  isolation  of  the 
cases  and  the  careful  disinfection  of  the 
premises  where  such  cases  iiave  .occurred. 
This  was  done  to  some  extent  on  the  ap- 
pe.rrai]Ce  of  cholera,  orwhatpassei  I'orchol- 
eia,  but  otherwise  nothing  wiiatever  is 
done.  \  ellow-lever  and  small-pox  are  in- 
variably left  t'T  their  own  devices.  If  atten- 
;  on  is  called  to  a  thre.rteued  epidemic,  it  is 
treated  with  indiderence.  \N'hen  the  eueinv 
lias  gained  a  lirm  tooth-old.  however,  and 
liie  death-rate  reaches  20  10  ?;  a  dav,  then 
TUere  is  a  sudden  awakening  :  liie  news- 
papers begin  to  talk  about  it,  and  tile  in- 
spectors suddenly  be^in  to  manifest  interest 
and  .".ctivity.     This  i:  invariable  the  couise 


TiiE  meeting  of  importers  at  the  Ex- 
change on  the  24tli  instant  was  sigmlicant 
for  two  reasons  :  the  unreserved  denuncia- 
tion of  the  commercial  association  for  in- 
capacity antl  inattention  to  commercial  in- 
terests, and  a  frank  exposure  of  the  arbi- 
trary methods  employetl  in  the  custom- 
house for  extoiting  mdnev  from  imponcrs. 
Of  the  lirst  we  shall  have  but  little  to  sav. 
For  many  years  the  commercial  associatain 
has  tailed  to  represent  the  commercial  body 
ol  this  city.  It  hits  been  political,  indus- 
trial, speculative— anything  but  commer- 
cial. It  has  ceased  altogether  to  collect  and 
publish  commercial  slatisucs,  it  has  srad- 
ually  withdrawn  its  active  participation  in 
the  commercial  ati'airs  of  the  port,  and  il 
has  lost  all  interest  in  commercial  legisla- 
tion. N'e  matter  how  absurd  and  burdenl 
some  the  project  may  be,  the  commercia- 
assoeiation  never  interferes  to  protect  mer- 
chants from  bad  legislation .  On  the  other 
matter,  much  h.as  already  been  said,  and 
hundreds  of  complaints  and  protests  have 
been  lodged  against  arbioarv  classificauons 
and  valuations,  but  to  no  effect.  The  eov- 
ernment  persists  in  treating  all  imporerl  as 
though  they  were  engaged  in  tiie  work  of 
delraudmg  the  revenue.  And  now  it  is 
proposed  even  to  limit  their  privilege  of 
protesting  against  the  decisions  of  the  ex- 
aminers. Practically  Ihe  custom-house  is  a 
law  to  itself,  against  which  no  recourse  or 
pioiest  is  10  be  allowed.  All  this  is  clear- 
ly unconstitutional,  but  who  will  test  the 
matter?  If  an  importer  feels  thai  he  has 
been  deirauded,  or  wronged.  •«'a\  should 
he  be  denied  the  nght  o!  seeking  protection 
irom  the  ceans  just  the  same  as  were  he  en- 


gaged in  some  other  occupation  ?     Com- 
merce is  the  principal   source  ol  revenue  for 
the  state,  as  well  as  the  principal  source  of 
wealth  lor  the  country.     It  is  an  honorable 
calling,  and  it  represents  as  high  a   degree 
of  intelligence,   houcsiy  and  patriotism  as 
any  other  occupation.     And  yet,  it  has  al- 
ways been    considered  as  legitimate  spoil 
for  the  politician  and    public  official.     If 
new  taxes  ate  to  be  levied,    it    is   to  com- 
merce that  the  sciew  is  applied.     In  addi- 
tion to  the  taxes  regulatly  levied,  commerce 
has  also  been  subjected  to  a   multitude  01 
irregular  exactions,  from  which  it  is  quite 
unable  10  escape.     Among  diese  is  the  ex- 
action of  which  the  importers  are  now  bit- 
terly complaining,  that  of  imposing  fines  for 
incorrect  description  ol  merchandise.     The 
abuse  has  reached  such  a  point  that   there 
are  many  articles  the  merchant  can  not  des- 
ciibe  widiout  incuriing  a  fine.     For  many 
years  he  has  coiiiphtined  of  the  injustice  of 
imposing  a  fine  for  increa.sed  weights  in  dry 
goods.     These  goods  leave    the  packers  in 
Kuropie    in    a    |ierfectly  dry  condition,  and 
their  weights  are  given  accurately.     During 
the    voy.age   out    and  while  in  the  customs 
deposits  here  previous  to  dispatch,  thev  are 
.suie  to  absorb  acertainamountof  moisture 
which  incieases  dieir  weight.     For  this  the 
impoiter  is  fined.     To  escape  these  fines  he 
has    been    for  some  years  dispatching  such 
goods  in  small  lots  in  order  to  keep  the  dif- 
ferences widlin  the  50S  limit,  although  this 
practice  involves  extra  labor  and  expense. 
-\ow  it  is  proposed  to  deny  him  such  an  al- 
ternative,   and    the  fine  on    ignoring    the 
weight  or  contents  has  been  increased.   Tliis 
leaves  him  between  the  devil  anil  the   deep 
sea.     II    he    escapes    one,  he  falls  into  the 
embrace  ol  the  other,     •piie  latitude  allow- 
ed the  examiners,  also,  in  classifying  goods 
is  a  constant  source  of  abuse.      An   official 
who  docs  not   know   one   grade  of  goods 
from    an.rther,    is   permitted    to  arbitrarily 
classify  the  goods  under  dispatch,  and  to  im- 
pose fines  for  wrong  classification.   Ko  mat- 
ter ifthe  importer  is  absolutelv  correct  and 
the  examiner  is  absolutely  wrong,  the  fine 
is  enforced  and  everything  is  done  to  close 
every  avenue  leading  to  redress.      It  is  be- 
coming impossible  to  do  business  with  such 
a  body  of  men.     They  are  neither  well  in- 
formed in  re.gard  to  the   merchandise  pass- 
ing through  the  ctt.slom-hou.se,  nor  are  they 
just  in   their  decisions.     They  simply  look 
for  pretests  with  which  to  extort  fines  from 
the  merchants.  Their  occupation  is  coward- 
ly, dishonoiable  and  unjust,  and  the  coun- 
tr)',  wdiich  is  .so  dependent  upon  commerce, 
IS  encouraging    their   extortions.     In    our 
opinion,  the  government   should  appoint  a 
mixed  commission  of  oOicials  and  impoiters 
to  settle  all  these  disputed  questions  of  clas- 
sification, which  commission   should   meet 
every  day  and  hear  complaints.     Fvcry  im- 
porter should  have  the  right  to    exhibit  his 
prools  before  such  a  commission,    and  that 
too  without  great  expense.     And    the    de- 
cision   of    such  a   commission    should  be 
final.     Until  this  is  done,  the  abuse  will  go 
on  increasing  until   Ihe  foreign  trade  of  the 
country  will  be  hopelesslv  crippled. 


THE  NEW  YORK  LIFE  AGAIN. 
Unfathomable  sorelv  is  the  true  history 
of  the  .Vew  Yoik  Life  Insuiance  Companv  s 
connection  with  the  insurance  legislation 
of  the  p.ast  year  here  in  Brazil.  It  will  not 
stand  investigation.  It  is  full  of  contra- 
dictions, of  cross  purposes,  of  concealed 
motives.  It  is  creditable  neither  to  the 
company,  nor  to  the  Brazilian  legislator. 

In  the  a™  Ywk  Times  of  December 
loth  last  some  extracts  were  made  from 
our  comments  on  this  subject  of  Novemlwr 
12th,  and  to  these  was  appended  the  fol- 
lowing interview  with  the  president  of  that 
company : 

.lolin  .\.  .McCall,  presiJent  of  the  New  Voik 
L.fe  Iwuiaiice  Coinpray,  lia.ing  bad  his  aiMmiou 
called  10  Ihe  new  insurance  law  passed  in  Braiil 
and  lire  publicaiioiis  in  Tht  Rh  AVu-j  o(  .\ovem- 
ber  12  said  Ihji  the  Niiv  Vck  Life  bad  notified 
It!  lepresenuiives  Ihjt  i(  tlie  law  passed  il  would 
not  consent  to  do  neiv  bu-iness  in  Braiil  there- 
alter.  Such  noiincalion  was  sent.  "  Xot.vith 
standing  ihe  protests  of  bo'h  the  .American 
companies,"  .Mr.  .McCall  said,  "  the  li,v  was 
passed,  and,  pursuant  to  ihe  n-jt Hcauoii  tlien 
given,  Die  -Ne.v  Vorli  Life  will  cease  to  csniraci 
new  business  in  B,aiil  after  the  close  of  this  year. 
II  will,  ol  coatse,  mainlain  its  agency  there  (or  the 
ccdletuon  of  old  premiums  and  the  parment  ol 
claims  again"!  it,  but  it  will  not  isjae  new  policies. " 
We  had  hoped  never  to  refer  to  this 
mysterious  intrigue  again.  The  interests 
of  two  important  American  companies  have 
been  sacrificed  by  it,  the  credit  of  the  Bra- 
zilian  Cong.ess  has  been  smirched,  and  the 
-tfety  ol  life  insurance  in  Brazil  has  been 
ndeimined.  President  McCall  savs  that  his 


representatives  were  uolitkd  that  if  the  law 
passed  the  New  York  Life  would  do  no 
more  new  business,  and  yet  Ihe  columns  of 
the  local  press  are  lull  of  denials  that  he 
had  ever  given  such  notification,  and  of 
promises  not  to  withdraw  in  case  the  bill 
under  discussion  should  become  law.  Here, 
for  instance,  i.,  a  sample  of  the  suttemenls 
made,  a  telegram  from  .Mr.  .Sanchez  on 
July  3rd  and  published  over  the  names  of 
-Messrs.  Datlot  and  H^sseliuan  :

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  nolifi. 
cation  was  not  .attended  to,  and  as  the  same 
representatives  are  soil  in  charge  of  the 
company's  business  here  it  is  clear  that  they 
have  never  been  punished  for  their  refusal 
to  obey  orders. 

Mr.  McCall  also  says  :  "  pursuant  to  the 
notification  then  given,  the  New  York  Life 
will   cease   lo   contract  new   business    in 
Brazil,''    etc,      When    given .'      Xo    such 
notice  was  ever  given  until  November  5th, 
and  then  the  reason  given,    over   .Mr.   San- 
chez's signature,  was  that  a  tax  of  5    per 
cent,  on  tlie  premiums  paid   in,    had'beea 
engrafte.l   on  the   bill   in    second   reading, 
and  had  become  part  of  the  law.     And  to 
further  excuse  his  withdrawal,  he  explained 
how  delicate  a  process  it  is  lo  organize  the 
tables  of  premiums,  when  even  the  babies 
know  that  a  5  per  cent,    tax  can   be  added 
without  anv  such  reorganization  '.     When 
the  amendment  was  ofi'ered,   Mr.  Sanchez 
made    no   piolesl  ;  he  smothered  all  his 
fears  and  repressed  his  desperate  intentions 
until  the  bill  had  been  safely  towed   into 
port  with  the  President's  signa'ture  attached, 
and  then  he  waited  a  few  days  more  so  that 
he  might  not  seem  precipitate,  and  then  on 
November  5lh— the  last  day  allowed  for  a 
declaration     of    intention— he    sorrowfully 
notified    the   public  that   the   New   York 
Life  would  accept  no  more  new  business  ! 
And    then,  a   few   days   later,    .Messrs. 
Sanchez,    Darlot,     Hasselman    and    other 
representatives    of    ilie  retiring  companv 
announced  to    the    public  that  thev  had 
organized  a  «<r/w//<r/ companv,  tj  be  known 
as  the  "Sud-..\merica,'' whose    risks  could 
be  re-insured    in    foreign  companies  and 
whose  surplus  could  be  exported  for  invest- 
ment I     The  foreign  companies,   it  should 
be  remembered,  were  not  permitted  lo  send 
the  surplus  of  their  Brazilian  insurances  out 
ol  Brazil,  while  Mr,  Sanchez's  new  com- 
p_any,  organized  under  the  patronage  of  the 
New  \  ork  Life  and  by  its  representatives 
is   permitted    to   do   sol     If  there    is    no 
treachery  and   inirigue  in  this,  then  our 
reasoning  is  sorely  at  fault. 

Mr.  McCall  also  says  :  "  tN'otwithstandine 
the  protests  ol  both  the  American  com- 
panies, the  law  was  prassed."  When  and 
where  did  the  New  Yoik  Life  ever  protest 
against  the  project  under  discussion  '  We 
remember  its  promises  10  accept  the  law 
its  detence  of  the  project,  and  its  fulsome 
praises  of  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  ol 
Congress.  And  we  even  remember  a 
memorial  pr  sented  to  Congress  and  pub- 
ished  in  tb>  press,  signed  by  over  three 
hundred  New  \ork  policy-holders  at  the 
solicitation  of  that  company's  representa- 
tives layoring  the  projected  legislation! 
Surel.v  this  is  not  the  way  to  protest  '  The 
Equitable  did  protest,  and  it  used  all  its 
ml  uence  and  every  available  argument  to 
deleat  the  bill.  And  then  when  the  b  |° 
became  law  the  Equitable  withdrew  honor- 
abi.y  Irom  the  country,  and  leaves  no  pinch- 
beck national  company  behind  it  10  occupy 
a  field  Irom  which  it  had  expelled  a  com- 
petitor through  so  base  an  intrigue  1  h  1, 
to  be  feared  that  Mr.  McCall  knows  aB 
bis  as  well  as  any  of  us  down  here,  and  in

This  is  quite  clear,  but  iuid«r  the  reijime  of  ex- 
cessive taxation  and  extravagance  wliich  has  been 
inaugurated,  how  is  it  to  be  averted  ?  Sao  Panio 
lias  become  a  very  expensive  cily  to  live  in,  even 
more  so  than  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  we  know  what 
the  f-ndency  is  here. 

— The  Zi/dr/o /"ir'/i^f/rtrnfSito  Paulo  calls  atten- 
tion to  ihe  frequency  with  which  marri^iges  are 
celebrated  in  tlie  interior  wilh  Ihe  religioiis  cere- 
mony only.  Of  course  die  children  of  such  mar- 
riages are  not  recogniKed  by  law  and  have  no 
rights  of  inheritance.  It  would  he  wise  and 
politic  were  the  uoveinment  to  leg.dize  all  cere- 
monies, reqnirinfj  only  the  civil  registry,  and 
punisliing  the  authors  laiher  than  the  innocent 
wife  and  clitldren  for  infractions  of  the  law. 

—The  order  for  ihe  transfer  of  Col.  Moreira 
Cezar  and  his  baltalion  (the  7(h)  from  Santa 
Catharina  to  S.  Paulo  seems  to  be  creating  con- 
siderahle  commotion  behind  the  scenes.  It  is 
asserted  that  in  view  o(  certain  representations, 
the  headquarters  of  the  4th  military  district  will 
be  transferred  to  Minus  Geraes  and  an  officer 
ranking  Col.  Moreira  Cezar  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  district.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

On  Ihe  25_th  inst.  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos  com- 
pleted the  Ihird  year  of  his  present  term  of  ofilce 
and,  according  to  his  constitution,  be  will  serve 
two  years  longer  and  may  be  reelected,  if  two- 
thirds  of  his  electors  desire  it-  Before  beginning 
his  present  term  he  had  already,  directly  or  in- 
directly, governed  the  stale  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  lime  after  Nov.  15,  1889.  He  has, 
then,  virtually  governed  Rio  Grande  for  nearly 
six  years,  evidenlly  against  the  will  of  ihe  people 
of  the  slate,  and  apparently  he  may  continue  to  do 
so  as  lon^  as  he  pleases,  unless  he  is  prevented 
by  force.  Wilh  ihe  state  and  federal  troops  at  his 
disposal  it  seems  useless  to  hope  for  a  free  elec- 
tion and  consequenily  all  that  his  adversaries  can 
do  at  present  is  to  point  out  his  abuses,  attack  him 
through  the  press,  maintain  their  cohesion,  bide 
their  lime  and  avail  Ibemselves  of  the  first  favor- 
able opporlunily  for  making  another  revohilion. 

This  state  ol  affairs  keeps  the  whole  country  in 
an  unsettled  situation  and  as  long  as  it  continues 
it  will  be  impossible  to  make  any  safe  calculation 
in  regard  to  the  future.  If  President  Prudente  de 
Moraes  were  willing  to  throw  liiniseU  definitely 
into  the  amn  ofthe  Rio  Grandenses  and  of  their 
friends  and  allies  throughout  the  country,  he 
would  probably  lie  able,  notwithstanding  the  hos- 
tility ol  a  larcc  part  of  the  army,  to  free  liimself 
from  the  difficulties  that  surround  him.  He 
seems,  however,  unwilling  to  do  tliis  and  is  con- 
sequently obliged  to  consume  the  whole  o(  his 
skill  and  ener.yy  in  his  efforts  to  maintain  his 
position  and  thus  safely  reach  tiie  end  of  his  term 
of  office,  leaving  intact  to  his  successor  all  the 
difficulties  thai  now  beset  him. 

Knowing  this  and  (eeling  himself  strong  in  the 
support  of  the  army  antl  of  the  league  ol  gover- 
nors which  Congressman  Glycerio  has  succeeded 
in  eflecling,  Julio  de  Castilhos  evidently  thinks 
that  lie  may  do  as  he  pleases  and,  while  publicly 
professing  a  dcire   fur  peace,  secretly   instigates

—The  S.  Paulo  Rct^oytcr  of  the  21st  notes  a 
complaitU  against  the  Central  to  the  effecl  that  a 
cavriai^e  shippdl  at  Ri'i  December  28  had  nol  yet 
been  heard  ol  in  S.  I'aulo. 

—  fVccoidinji  to  the  D'm-io  dc  Campinas  Ihe 
warehouses  of  the  r.iilway  stations  are  crowded 
wilh  merchandise  and  (or  want  of  room  in  the 
warehouses  a  large  quantity  has  to  be  stowed  on 
the  plalforms. 

—On  the  24ih  the  Oesle  de  Minas  governnieii 
petitioned  Ihe  Rio  do  Janeiro  slate  giivcmment  for 
approval  ofthe  final  surveys  of  the  reniaiiiitig  sec- 
tions of  its  branch  from  Itarra  Miuisa  to  Angiu  dos 
Reis.  already  under  construction. 

—There  have  recently  been  several  dernibnenls 
on  the  Minas  line  of  the  Central  railway.  In  one 
of  the-iC  derailment;,  which  occurred  cm  ihe  lyih 
in-^t.  near  the  station  of  Miguel  Ihirnier,  there 
were  f  >ur  persons  killed  and  many  wounded, 

—There  was  k  birge  land'ilitle  on  the  scmi  sec- 
tion of  the  Pelropolis  railway  oti  Sunday  causing; 
an  hiterrufUion  lo  traffic  during  the  day.  The 
heavy  rains  of  Friday  and  Saturday  have  cnus-'d 
considerable  damfige  to  the  cuttings  and  emhauk- 
ments  along  Ihe  line. 

—On  the  Central  railway,  at  Helem,  at  4:50 
a.  m.  on  Saturday  there  w,is  a  collision  between 
two  trains,,  five  cars  being  derailed,  one  of  the  en- 
gines was  cnisidcralily  damatied  and  an  oilman 
woanded.  Switidiinan  Alfredo  do^  Santos,  who 
is  considered  responsible  for  the  accident,  was  ar- 
rested. 

—A  preliminary  trial  of  the  electnc  tr.im  line 
from  Largo  do  Macliado  to  Ai^uas  Ferreas,  I.nr- 
anueiras,  was  made  on  the  24tli  insl,,  an.l  result- 
ed most  successfully.  The  electric  tram  ran  over 
Ihe  line  in  20  minutes,  and  afierwards  wilh  an  nr- 
dinavy  passenger  tiam  in  tow  in  22  minutes,  stop- 
ping along  the  line  to  reCi'ive  and  discharge  pas- 
sengers. 

—A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  of  the  25th  complains 
of  the  continued  bad  service  o(  the  Central.  Tlie 
"rapid"  passenger  train  inaugurated  on  the  15th 
inst.  is  always  behind  lime.  On  tiiat  date  it  was 
two  liouis'  late.  Tliis  is  a  "rapid"  service  wiili  a 
vengeance.  The  director  should  first  direct  his 
attention  to  an  effective  service,  before  trying  lo 
increase  the  speed. 

—There  is  .^urely  something  inexplicably  wront; 
witli  Ihe  management  of  the  Central.  A  merchant 
ol  Sanlissimo,  two  hours  distant  Irom  this  city, 
says  it  lakes  from  ten  to  fifteen  days  for  merchan- 
thse  to  reach  that  station.  The  removal  of  proiluce 
also  is  very  backward,  it  being  spoiled  sometimes 
lying  about  the  platform  waiting  for  transporiaiion. 
On  the  Central  the  uiility  of  a  daily  way  freight 
train,  calling  at  all  sbiii'jns,  is  apparently  little  ap- 
preciated. 

—There  was  atio;her  deniilment  on  Ihe  Central 
on  the  26th  at  the  station  ofEspirito  Santo  [kilo 
metre  237),  where  the  line  cros,ses  the  Parahy- 
buna.  Ihe  postil  car  w.is  thrown  off  the  Irack 
and  wrecked,  and  two  passenger  cars,  actually  on 
the  bridge,  jumped  the  rails  but  were  [.revented 
from  being  ihrown  into  the  river  by  ihe  ironwork 
at  the  .sides  ofthe  bridge.  Happily  no  lives  were 
los-t,  though  Ihe  passengers  and  employes  were 
mucli  frightened.  Negligence  as  to  a  coupling 
was  the  cause  of  the  accMleiit.
